Fred Smythe, a lineman in the em- 


ploy of the Merchants7 Light, Heat & 
Power company, while working with 
the wires this forenoon, on the top of 
the company's building on Sorth 
Fourtt street, came in contact with a 
live wire, was shocked senseless and 
fell off the building to the ground be- 
low. He was working on_,ihe comb of 
the roof and when the currest touched 
him he slid down the slate roof aoout 
40 feet and dropped over the eaves to 
the cinder walk, a distance of 15 feet. 
His jaw was fractured m two places. 
Blood issuing from bis ears indicates 
a fracture of the skull which may re- 
suit in death. 


When picked up by the men below 


one of his gloves was off and it is 
thought in an unguarded moment be 
touched the live w re with his un- 
gloved band. There were 1000 volts 
of electricity in the wire at the time. 
This alone, however, wouid not pro- 
duce death, but the otber injuries 
probably will.
